#ourees Bre enormous, atid the potentiali- 
ties of her purchasing power under 
favourable home conditions are sufficient 
to stagger the imagination, Again, the 
rise of China into a world Power will 
make for poace. The\Vest has long felt 
the burden of its armaments; and China 
may yet be in.» position to teach her 
common-sense view of the folly of war 
to willing, because, exhausted, listeners. 
Trado in the past has often been despised 
_ by the warrior, the aristocrat, tho artist, 
and even by the priest; and the shopman 
is a type far remoyed in popular imagi- 
nation from anything clevated or heroic.

On my first stroll through the Japanese 
part of Yokohama, a curious difficulty of | 
interpretation confronted me, which may 
illustrate the wide difference, between the 
gurfaco aspects of life in the East and in 
the West.

“good? street, or ig it a slum?’ In each 
case the answer waa, “ It’s one of the beat 
ntrects in the town.”” And, indeed, on 
closér inspection, I could see that in some 
of the shops fine and. no doubt expensive |. 
wares were displayed. But tho general 
look of the whole place suggested, if not 
a slum, af any rate a ‘mean street,” 
devoted to the huckstering of small wares. |

séomed flimny, and -most things seemed , 
dingy . to boot.

AND JAPAN, 


Z Lent daaglseeg! . 
in view of -tlv advocacy of the adop- 
tion for British Colombia of the laws of 
Japan, so far ay they. place disabilitics 
on foreigners, to which we reeently drow 
attention in a loiding article, the follow- 
ing article from the Japan Chronicle ‘is 
‘of interest —. _ 

Tt is now more than two years since 
the Foreign Landownorship Bill passed 
the Diet, bat though it has been ‘pro- 
mulgated, no dite has been fixed for 
operation, and it remaing so far a dead 
letter, Some liltle mystery attaches to 
this-measure, and it is nob easy to dis- 
sover the object vith which it was passed 
and promulgatod, without being brought 
into practical operation. At the time it 
was. belicved by some that the enactment 
wae for use in the. Treaty Revision 
negotiations, as proving that Japan had 
[determined to pirmit descianats to own 
land under certin conditions and thus 
antitipate any demand an ‘grounds of 
reeiprocity,. But’ the Treaty Revision 
Negotiations aro practically at an. cnd 
tind the’ measur still remains inopera- 
tive. Others belleved the object was in 
fome way conneted with the settlement 
of the perpetual lense question, and prog- 
nosticated an otdeavour te’ convert the 
lenscholdings into ownership, with the 
cancellation of tle special terms on which 
the leases wert held. Whatever the 
objects with which it was ori inally 
framed, the Foreign Landownership Law 
has been hung up now for more than two 
years, and show’ no sign of being put 
into effect. Not that this delay bas been 
of any. particular disadvantage to foreign 
residents. As wo have shown on soveral 

| occasions, the pruvisions of the Law are 


‘| do extromely iHliloral, and they are besat 


with 80 many restrictions and conditions 
that it will be. of little if any benefit, 
and we heliove very fow forcigners would 
be Jikely to take advantage of its onact- 
ment to purchase land in this country: 
Thus even should the Law ultimately BO 
into nominal omration, it. will’ in’ all 
probability remain a dead letter, for it 
does not grant those righty of land- 
holding’ to forcignars in Japan which the 
Japanone enjoy in almost every civilised 
country. e 

Tt is therefore very interesting, as ex- 
hibiting onea more the curious notions 
_ reerprocity which | prevail among 
Japanese, to find that a book has recently 

been published in Tokyo urging Japanese 

to invest in land In New York. The book 
is compiled hy Mr. Okamoto Yonezo, who 
appears to be an wate agent in that city. 

Tt is entitled “Real Estate in and about 

New York City,” and ig published by 

the Hakubyn-kwin. The book dwells at 

length on the remarkable transformation 
J effected in New York during the last 

cighty years and gives particulars of tho 
marvellous rise in the price of land which 
has taken place, while numerous Hlustra- 
tions showing how country houses and 
rural scenes havy been converted into 
bustling. centres of business activity lend 
interest to the book even for'those who 
have no intention of investing. The 
writer desires to show that a poor man 
may become rich’ by purchasing ’'land, 
though how the money is to be first 
obtained for such purchases is not. clear. 
Among other items of information ap- 
pears an interesting comparison of the 
value, of land in threo great cities, 
According to. tho writer, in the City of 
New York land |g yalued at 48,600 yen 
per taubo; in the City of London’ at 
24,444; and in. Oka at 1,000 yen, The 
natural inferencs, it might be thought, 
would be that there is more hope for a 
land. speculation in’ Osaka, where. land 
is still comparatively cheap, than in New 
York or London, whero prices have reach- 
ed such a tremendous figure. But this is 
not the view of Mr. Okamoto, who urges 
that in.the suburbs of New York, which 
are annually being brought into closer. 
touch with the heart of the city, there 
are still many opportunities for invest- 
ment. ineidentally we learn that the 
Americans are not mero money worship- 
pers, as some Japancse scem to think, 
but are diligent, philanthropic, and self- 
reliant, Whether they are so: by virtue 
of their inclination to land speculation, 
vr whether land speculation produces 
these qualities, is-not quite clear. 

The object of tho book, however, is to 
show that an investment in land in New 
York is likely to realise.’ great ‘profit. 
Many foreigners, we_are told, own land 
in and about Now York, but few Japa- 
nese are among them. It appears that 
the Japanese hare hesitated to: invest 
because they beliwed their right to own 
land was uncortain. More probably the 
reason is that Jupancse do not regard 
themselves as competent to judge the 
localitics where an expansion in values 
is likely to take place, for Japanese have 
invested largely in agricultural land on 
the Pacific coast.:'Hawever, the interest- 
ing’ fact is that, according to the writer, 
Japanese necd be under no apprehension 
‘jas to their right to own land in New 

York, notwithstending that they are 

aliens. ~He ‘quote from the Rea) Pro- 

perty Law of New York of 1900 as 
follows: — 

"Tho right, title, or interest in or te 

real property in this State now held -or 

hercafter acquired by any person entitled 
to hold the same cannot be questioned or 

-impeached—by--reison—of_tho - alienago-of. 

any person through whom such title may 

have been derived. nee eee 
“Every alien holding property in this 
‘State is subject*to . duties, assessments, 
taxes, and burdens as if he were a citizen 
of the State.” : 

Exactly; and, with exception of the 
franchise, he posesses all tho rights of 
a citizen, In view of the conditions pre- 
vailing in Japan as to land ownership, 
it is interesting to learn that ‘(a further 
liberalising -Act"’ was. passed’ in 1909 
which provided that ‘‘any citizen of a 
State or nation which by its laws confers 
aumilat privilege, on ettizens of the 
United States, may take, acquire, hold, 
and convey ‘lands or real estate. within 
this State, in the same manner and with 
like effect as if ach porson wore at the 
time a citizen of the United States.” 

Now it ia on astonishing thing that this

giving Japanese the right to own land in

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SPLENDID OPPORTUNITY TO PURCHASE CLEAN 


New: York State. Is it possible that Mr. 
Okamoto is unaware of the state of the 
law regarding the «land owtiership of 
aliens in his. own country? Does he 
really believe that Japanese ‘can claim | 
tlie right. to hold Jand in New York 
State on. grounds of reciprocity? As we 
have already said, it ig true that o law 
was promulgated in Japan in April, 1910,. 
which nominally gave foreigners tho right 
to own real estate in Japan, but it con- 
tained o clause that the date for putting 
the law -into operation would be detor- .. 
mined by Imperial Ordinance, and that 
Ordinance hag not yet been iasued, | nor 
is there any immediate prospect that it 
will be issued: Moreover, the law con-- 
tained a number of conditions and excep- 
tions of a peculiarly “drastic nature. 
Foreigners were declared incapable of 
enjoying the. right to own Jnnd ‘in 
the Hokkaido, Formosa, or Japanese’ 
Saghalion—where as newly. developing 
territories the ‘right would have some 
value~or in* “districts necessary for 
national. defence,’’ a peculiarly vague 
and clastic term which, again, was left 
to be designated by Imperial Ordinance. 
Then the right, when granted,:.waa to bo 
confined to foreigners domiciled or 
resident in Japan and foreign juridical. 
persons, the latter having first. to obtain. 
permission of the Minister of Home 
Affairs before such acquisition ‘of land 
could be registered. Should the foreigner 
lose his domicile--should he leave Japan 
and remain absent for five years—then 
he ceased to be capable of enjoying the 
ownership of land; he must within one 
year dispose of his real estate, otherwise 
it would be oxpropriated and would 
accrue to the-fiseus.. If a fortign juridi- 
cal person posscasing land. withdrew his 
husiness establishment from Japan, the 
same rule applied. Forced sale or expro- 
priation. We doubt if the statute-book of 
any country. can show a more illiberal 
ienactment than this—a, more decided 
keeping .of the word of promise to ihe 
car and breaking it to the hope. But 
Mr. Okamoto appears to know nothing 
of these things. He asdumes that Japan- 
ese are entitled to take advantage of the 
provision of the law of the State of New 
York, which deelares that Jand-owning by 
Yaliens.is confined to citizens. of a State 
or nation. which conifer similar privileges 
ron citizens of the United States. He does. 
not seem ‘to know of any. law prohibiting 
the ownership of land by aliens in Japan; 
he does not know of any law passed to 
remove the disability; he does not know 
that 
it has been hung up indefinitely. It is 
diffeult to understand auch ignorance in 
the case of an estate agent. Perhaps Mr. 
Okamoto assumes that no inquiry will be 
made into the national polity of Japan 
when a transfer of. titles occurs in the 
State of New York, and that once the 
title passes there is not likely to'be any 
trouble, no provision existing for ‘ for- 
feiture sto the fiseus."” Whatever the 
explanation, it is certainly. remarkable 
that a book should be published in Japan 
urging upon Japancso the advantage of 
investing in real estate in America, while 
aliens are still prohibited from owning 
real estate in this country and even the 
proposed. removal. of (the disability is 
hedged round by so mariy restrictions af 
to make it valueless, ‘ Reciprocity 1s 
almost as blessed a word in Japan as 
Mesopotamia, ‘and about’ as meaningless.

SUDDEN LOSS OF SIGHT. 
Oculists ind that sudden blindness is 
nut often due to defect of the eyo itself, 
hut is commonly a result of some change 
behind the eyeball, such ‘as injury to the 
optie nerve, and ‘it may be weeks: bofore 
any effect can be secn in the eye. Accord- 
ing to Dr, A, Konig, a hemorrhage: near 
the optie nerve is the usual cause of 
sudden. blindness with visible change in 
the back of the oye. The nerve fibres have 
little resistance, and are at once affected 
by pressure, though when this is very 
slight the loss ‘of function may be only 
partial, In one case the patient awoke 
one morning with much dimmed vision 
on one side, followed in four daya by 
total blindness. in that eye. The causo 
was & hemorrhage behind the eyeball, but. 
in-a month only a small pale patch in 
the rear of the eye had beeome distin- 
guishable. 
‘THE BUN Aw INSECTICIDE, 
Sunlight, so often recommendsd as a- 
destroyer of bacteria, is now found to be 
fatal also to’some ‘insect life. In. his 
oxperiments in. India, Dr: Cunningham 
bus included many with fleas, which have 
come to be much dreaded as, disease 
carriers, * and " they : succumbed _ very 
quickly, For ‘instance, he placed 100 
fieaa in. a piece of carpet exposed to the 
sun in a tin vessel, They tried to escape 
from tho sunshine, but those on top of 
the carpet were-dead in seven minutes, 
and those hiddon beneath survived less 
than half an hour. ~~ ws 
ABTRONOMICAL. POSSIBILITIES, 
Speeulating on ‘the size and distance of 
the spiral nebulac, Dr. Max Wolf brings. 
out somo bewildering and startling 
figures. Astronomers find that thero are 
probably hundreds of of 


thousands 
‘nebulae in the heavens, and that a large 
part of these--perhaps a majority—have 
the form of a spiral or whirlpool. For his 
calculations, Dr. Wolf has selected eight 
of these spiral nebulae. »He assumes that 
they are great galaxies, or star ayatems 
like our own Milky, Way; that. in size 
they are practically all of the same order; 
and that. conaequently their apparent 
diameters are inverse measures of ‘their 
distanée.. His “unit of measuremontthe 
distance light travels in a year at 186,300 
miles per second—is more than 63,000 
times the distance of the sun from the 
earth. ' Of the eight nebulae, he finds that 
the-nearest is 33,000 light. years from.us, 
and has’ a diameter of 1.100 light years;
